the next bale, seed from the latter 
bale being left in turn. 
Often the ginner will be so busy on 
an ordinary day that it will be irapos* 
Bible for him to spare the time neces­ 
sary to clean the gin properly, 
it 
may be well, therefore, for the farm­ 
er to save the cotton from which he 
wishes to preserve tho seed until near 
the close of the ginning season, when 
the pressure of business on the gin is 
not so great. 
It must be kept In mind 
by the fi rmer striving to improve tjie 
type of his cotton through seed se­ 
lection that he cannot be assured of 
getting even relatively pure seed from 
the gin without the cooperation of the 
ginner. 


Since there are so many opportuni­ 
ties for seed passing through gins in 
general use to become mixed with 
seed of Inferior quality, it is pointed 
out by the department's specialists 
that the most effective plan for pre- 
serving the purity of seed is for each 
community to determine by 
experi­ 
ment the particular variety of cotton 
which is best suited to its section and 
for the farmers to agree to plant that 
variety only.
